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JUDGK DENNY’S NEW RECORD. 

When the great horse Ten Broeck was in 
liis prime, he set the record for one, two, 
three and four miles. His three-mile time was 
first eclipsed by Lida Stanhope and later still 
further reduced by Drake Carter. His one mile 
time stood for thirteen years, until at Washing- 
ton Park, June 25, 1890, Racine wiped it out, 
substituting 1 :39i in place of Ten Broeck’s 1 :39i. 
His four miles in 7:152, last year gave way to 
Lucretia Borgia’s 7:11, and yesterday the 
last of the old hero’s even distance rec- 
ords was relegated to the past when 
Judge Denny traveled two miles over the Oak- 
land, Cal., track in 3:26i, reducing the record of 
3 :27i held jointly by Ten Broeck and Newton, 
exactly a second. Judge Denny’s performance 
was one that his popular Chicago owner may 
justly regard with pride. 

It was a memorable day at Oakland j’ester- 
day, for aside from Judge Denny’s performance. 
Saintly clipped a half second from the track 
record for 3 1-2 furlongs. Napamax tied the 
track record for 6 1-2 furlongs and Fleur de Lis 
^ the track record at 1 1-16 miles. If the weather 
continues fine there will be great doings at Oak- 
land next week.

Fred Gebhard denies having any definite in- 
tention of sending his crack steeplechaser 
Olindo to England to try for the Grand National 
next year, and of the jumping game in this 
country says : “A man cannot afford to run a 
first class horse in steeplechases in America for 
the small money that is offered. If he is a 



really good horse he has to carry 168 pounds or 
thereabout, and run the chance of breaking 
down for the paltry sum of $700, which is about 
the largest sum offered to the winner. At 
Brookline, Mass., they offer better stakes in the 
steeplechase line than any other club does. 
They add as much as $1500 to some races, and 
that is worth winning. I only ran Olindo in 
one race last year, with the excption of the 
races he ran in at Brookline. He won the 
Coney Island Grand National very easily, prov- 
ing that he is as good as I believe him to be. 
He carried 162 pounds and was never extended.” 

There were two horses belonging to highway- 
men which were famous in their time. One of 
them belonged to the celebrated knight of the 
road, Paul Clifford. He was called Robin, and 
was Irish. In color iron gray, and was reputed 
by judges of horseflesh— and there were some 
who were quite as competent to give an opinion, 
if not more so, as any of the present day— to be 
absolutely without blemish and to be second to 
none. Another famous horse, or rather mare, 
was Black Bess. Her owner, Dick Turpin, or, 
to give him his correct name, Nicks, committed 
a robbery in London at 4 o’clock in the morning, 
and, fearing discovery, made for Gravesend, 
ferried across the river and appeared at the 
bowling green in York the same evening, having 
accomplished his ride of 300 miles in sixteen 
hours on one horse. At least so says the legend, 
and this is certain — that on his trial he was 
acquitted, the jury considering it impossible 
that he could have got to York in the time.— 
London Standard,

NOTES OF THE TURF. 



A dispatch from Caracas, Venezuela, states 
that the American bred horse Allerac, by Green- 
land-Callera, the property of H. H. Hunn, 
which arrived in Venezuela only three weeks 
ago, has won an important race, the Cleveland 
Prize. Among the beaten horses were those 
running in the colors of President Crispo and 
the American horses Hustler, Trayline and 
Mohawk Prince.— Spirit of the Times. 

The horses belonging to August Belmont won 
last year an aggregate of $42,840, of which Octa- 
gon contributed $12,260, Don d’Oro $10,120, Fire- 
arm, $6,225, Hastings $4,465 and Lady Marian 
$4,335. Hastings’ rather poor showing for the 
season as compared with what was expected 
from him materially affected the monetary 
total. 

Jack Chinn is credited with a hot fight 
against the Bronston racing bill and thinks he 
can defeat it in the house of representatives 
where it is now pending. The bill has been re- 
ferred to the General Statutes committee of 
which his son Morgan Chinn is chairman. 

Sir Excess, foaled 1891, by Sir Modred — Dixi- 
anna, fell in the Brookside steeplechase at 
Plumpton, England, on January 15. and injured 
his back so badly that he was destroyed. He 
was sent over to England by Mr. R. Croker, but 
at the time of accident was owned by Mr. 
Waleres. 

Rancocas has thirty yearlings, the pick of 
which will go to England a few months hence 
to be placed in John Huggins’ care. They are 
the get of Sensation, Pontiac, Locohatchie and 
Simon Magus. 



THE M. F. DWYER HORSES. 



Since the days of Hindoo, Luke Blackburn, 
Miss Woodford, Hanover, Tremont and the 
other glorious stars of the track no owners have 
possessed stables that annually attract more 
consideration than do those belonging to 
“Mike” and ‘‘Phil” Dwyer. They will each 
have strong stables this year, and this is what 
a Morning Telegraph reporter has to say of their 
candidates for stake honors, beginning with M. 
F. Dwyer’s lot : 

‘‘The older division are: Harry Reed, 6; Ben 
Brush, 5; Ben Eder, 5; Rotterdam, 4; Lithos, 
4; Cleophus, 4; Ben Ronald, 4; Previous, 3; 
Michael III. 3; Hindoonet, 3; Sly Fox, 3, and 
the steeplechase horse Lion Heart. The 2-year- 
olds are: Bay colt, by Meddler— Yodel ; bay 
colt, by Meddler — Money Box ; bay colt, by Sir 
Modred— Faux Pas; bay colt, by Tremont— 
Tassel; roan colt, by The Bard — Victress; bay 
colt, by Kingston— Lady Ballard; bay colt, by 
Tremont — Marianne ; chestnut colt, by Kingston 
— Bogota ; brown colt, by Kingston — Fore- 
thought: bay colt, by Kingston- Boabdilla; bay 
colt, by Great Tom— Bric-a-bac; black colt, by 
Top Gallant — Vesper, and bay colt, by Logic — 
Sylph, by Glenelg. 

“Ben Brush is in big, hard condition. The 
splint that gave so much trouble last season has 
been entirely got rid of, and as otherwise he ap- 
pears to be as sound as he ever was, there seems 
to be no doubt as to his standing the severe 
preparation necessary to get him thoroughly 
fit. 

‘‘He is such a strong-constitutioned horse and 
such a great doer that more than the average 
amount of work has to be slipped into the 
sturdy son of Bramble before he is screwed up 
to top notch. It is a mistake to call Ben Brush 
a little horse, as although standing on short 
legs, he measures within a fraction of 15.3, has 
more than the average length and is exception- 
ally stout of build and very muscular. Indeed, 
there are but very few horses in training that 
will outweigh him. 

‘‘Cleophus is framing out and furnishing into 
a grand-looking mare, and, being sound in both 
wind and limb, this high-class mare ought to be 
heard from in something different than sprint- 
ing events. 

‘‘Lithos, which was laid up the greater part 
of last season, has been operated on by Dr. 
Sheppard and there seems to be little doubt but 
that he will stand training. 

“Rotterdam, which was also operated on by 
Dr. Sheppard last fall, gives every promise of 
training again. He has furnished into quite a 
good looking horse. Ben Ronald, Harry Reed 
and Ben Eder all look as good as ever. Of the 
3-year-olds Michael III. struck mo as having 
made the most improvement, and although not 
showing so much quality as some there is quite 
a workmanlike appearance to that lengthy, big- 
quartered son of Islington, of whom I would 
expect more than the average improvement as 
a 3-year-old over his 2-year-old form. 

“Previous has grown a bit taller, but he did 
not impress me as having let down or furnished 
much, but as he is one of the sort that thrives 
on plenty of work he will improve a lot between 
now and the middle of April, although, like 
many high-class horses. Previous is of a class 
that does not develop into a stout, beefy 
animal. He is decidedly on the lathy, 
wiry order, and absolutely without lum- 
ber. And, as he is a sound horse, of 
which there is every reason to expect that stay- 
ing is his game, this hardy, high-class son of 
Meddler is undoubtedly one of the most valu- 
able 3-year-olds in training, and may prove the 
best of his age. Previous comes legitimately 
by his class, as in addition to his sire, imported 



Meddler, being royally bred and a first-class 
performer, Sunnyside, the dam of Previous, is 
gloriously bred, being by imported Mortemer 
out of Sly Dance by War Dance. 

“The 2-year-olds are on the whole quite a smart 
looking lot, but my choice are the two colts by 
Meddler, which have a great deal to recommend 
them. The colt out of Money Box, dam of Cen- 
tral Trust and other winners, is a well furnished, 
powerful, whole colored bay, with good bone, 
and is by far the best looking of his dam’s pro- 
duce. The colt out of Yodel is more on the 
Previous pattern, but is much better furnished 
than the latter was at his age. This colt was 
well tried, and is certain to race. His dam is a 
young mare by Tremont— Contralto, by Falsetto, 
she out of that good producing mare and dam 
of many winners, Fanchon, by Australian, and 
she out of the grand Lexington mare Idlewild. 

“Of the four by Kingston, tlie colt out of Fore* 
thought is smooth turned and smart looking. 
The bay out of the Bonnie Scotland mare Boab- 
diila is a well furnished colt of good size, and 
looks as if he will prove at least useful. 

“A big boned, upstanding colt is the bay by 
Sir Modred— Faux Pas. The two Tremonts are 
both speedy looking. The black colt by Top 
Gallant— Vesper, by Yassar, is a clean cut, 
nicely balanced colt that looks almost certain 

to race.”
